IN PHILADELPHIA 


John Wanamaker Suc- 
cumbs After An Illness 


of One Month 


Husband Must Pay For 


Defense of Wife In Trial 


Apparently Was Recover- 
ing When Relapse Seiz- 
ed Him During Night 


Philadelphia, Dec. 12.—John Wan- 


namaker died at his home here at 
o'clock a. m. 
The world famous merchant and 
former postmaster 
general passed 
away at his town house here. He had 
been confined there since early in 
November with a heavy cold con- 
tracted at his country estate. Lyden- 
hurst at 'Jenkmtown near here. He 
was 84 years old. 


Mr. Wanamaker was active in his 
business affairs up to the time he 
was stricken. He spent much of last 
winter in Florida and was In this 
city all this summer hard at work 
with exception of 
occasional sur- 
cease from the duties of his office 
for a day at the seashore. He was al- 
ways an early riser and ^as usually 
In his mercantile establishment be- 
fore its doors opened 


Mr. Wanamaker is survived by his 
son, Rodman, a resident 
of New 
York City, and two daughters, Mary 
B., wife of Barclay H. Warburton, 
and Elizabeth, wife of Norman Mac- 
Leod, both of Philadelphia. 


After Mr. Wanamaker was brought 


to his town house he did not improve 
and about two weeks ago his condi- 
tion became such as to cause anxie 
ty. A week ago however, Mr. Wan- 
amaker showed such 
maiked im- 


provement 
that 
his 
physicians 
ceased issuing bulletins. Last mid- 
night he became unconscious. At 5 
o'clock this morning he was seized 
with a violent coughing spell, his 
physicians stated, which resulted in 
extreme heart weakness. Major Bar- 
clay H. Warburton, Mr. Wanamak- 
er's 
son-in law, 
notified the Asso- 


ciated Press Mr. Wanamaker died 
peacefully at 8 a. m. 


When Mr. Wanamaker's condition 
became grave during the night all 
the members of the family were sum- 
moned and all were present with the

The death of Mr. Wanamaker, who 
spent his entire life in Philadelphia, 
and was always one of its leaders in 
civic movement, was received with 
Borrow by all classes of citizens. 
Mr. Wanamaker's We was insured 


for more than $3,000,000. he having 
been/ one of the leaders among the 
-heavily insured men in'the country. 
John Wanamaker led in the cre- 
ation of the department store as an 
Institution In American life. At the 
outbreak of the Civil War in 1861 
when he began business for himself 
in a humble way in Philadelphia, re- 
tall merchandising in the country 
was in a disorganized state, and, in 
the opinion of the far-sighted young 
merchant, it was suffering a rapid 
decline through practices that were 
then general. Aside from ins ambi- 
tion to make money, "my paramount 
purpose," 
said 
Mr. Wanamaker, 


"was to help save the mercantile 
profession from lowering its flag be- 
fore other piofessions and occupa- 
tions." There were in those days 
no fixed selling 
price for goods 


Business then demanded a 13-hour 
flay from all its employes Customers 
spent hours 
price-haggling 
with 


t- salesmen. Mr. Wanamaker was im- 


pressed with this waste of time and 
to eliminate it he became a pioneer 
in fixing a selling price for goods. 
It was 
one of the beginnings of 
many mercantile reforms which to- 
day are so generally followed that 
the present generation can scarcely 
find anywhere a trace of the old 
practices. 


Mr. Wanamaker was 24 years old 
when he entered upon his career, in 
partnershio with his brother-in-law, 
Nathan Brown, on a joint capital of 
$3,500, in a clothing business at Phil- 
adelphia, He had been born in that 
city, July 11, 1838. His father and 
his father's father had been brick- 
makers, and John 
Wanamaker's 
first work was "turning bricks." He 
was the oldest of seven children and 


t early in his boyhood he was obliged 
to give up schooling and earn his 
own way. His first 
wages were 


$1-25 a week as an errand boy in a 
Philadelphia book store, and then as 
a young man he was employed for a 
time at Town Hall, a famous old 
clothing house. The Brown * Wan- 
amakcr store began business with a 
first day's sales account of $24, and 
ended its first year with a record of 
$24.000 business. 
Aside from establishing his one 
price policy and making a shorter 
business day, Mr. Wanamaker es- 
tablished in the new store two sys- 
tems, one of sales and the other of 
organization. He learned It was 
cheaper to manufacture some classes 
o' goods than to buy from manufac- 
turers and he became one of the 
first retailers to do this. He found 
It difficult-to get employes who wore 
properly instructed In their duties 
and be organized 
tralnintr schools 


•where his workers were taugnt the 


one of the organizers of the Cen 
tennial exposition in 1876. In the lat 
ter year he began 
development o 


his department store, establishini 
the house of John Wanamaker 
J 


company on Chestnut St, Philade' 
phia, and twenty years later estab 
l.f-hed a similar 
business in New 


York as successor to A. T. Stewart. 
He was known as a great believe 
in advertising, in newspaper adver 
Using above all other varieties. H< 
spent millions of dollars in it. 
In political life Mr. Wanamaker 


was prominent as an independen 
Republican. In 18S2 he was offered 
the Republican nomination as cong 
ressman at-large for the state o: 
Pennsylvania, but declined it, and in 
1886 
he declined to be an indepen 


ent candidate *or mayor of Philadel 
phia. He took an active part in 
most of the presidential campaigns 
and gave a. grra/t amount of work to 
the Republican National Executive 
Committee, of which he was a mem- 
ter during the Harrison campaign. 
Upon the election of Mr. Harrison, 
Mr. Wanamaker became Postmaster 
General and was acknowledged later 
by nis oritios to have worked many 
desirable reforms in the postal sys- 
tem. He advocated the parcel post 
and postal savings which were later 
realized. 


The religious side of Mr. Wana- 
maker'a lif« was one less known to 
the general public than any other, 
but one in which he was deeply in- 
terested. 


He gathered a handful of boys in 
a shoemaker's shop and formed a 
Sundav school, which was the nu- 
cleus of what is today the Bethany 
Presbyterian church of Philadelphia, 
Ihe Betnanv 
Sunday school, of 


which Mr. Wanamaker was superin- 
tendent, has 6 000 members, and is 
said to be the largest Sunday School 
in the tlnited States. 


Otbe- public institutions which 
Mr Wanamaker established 
were 
the Presbj terian Hospital of Phila- 
delphia and the First Penny Savings 
rank. He also assisted in erecting 
the many Young Men's Christian as- 
rociation buildings in various cities, 
end contributed toward college mis- 
sionary institutions in India, China 
and Japan. At the outbreak of the 
World war, he was onf of the first 
to assist in the relief of the stricken 
Belgians, supplying two shiploads of 
food foi the invaded country. 
Earlv in his career Mr. Wanaina- 


C<er married Miss Mary B. Brown, 
a sister of hfe original partner, who 
co-operated with him in much of his 
philanthropic work. She died In 
August, 1920.

High Wind Brings Zero 


Temperatures 
East 


From Rocky Mountain 
Region. 


Chicago, Dec. 12.— A high wind 
brought 
tlie first 
severely 
cold 


weather to the states ot the middle- 
west today while the northwest for 
the second time this winter was in 
the grip of sub-zero temperatures. 
Cold wave warnings were issued for 
the Ohio and Mississippi valleys and 
forecasters predicted the cold weath- 
er In the northwest would spread 
eastward today, preceded however, by 
rising: temperature. 


The coldest weather recorded this 
winter prevailed in the northern 
part of the Rocky Mountain region. 
Temperatures ranged from 12 to 27 
below in Wyoming and Montana. 


Throughout the cold wave section 
reports indicated a high wind inten- 
sified the cold. 


A dropping thermometer, weather 
forecasters announced, heralded the 
arri\-al of the cold wave in Missouri, 
Kansas and Oklahoma, giving those 
states their first rr-al winter.

The despised Cinderella of 
the 
forest, once the scorn of the pioneer, 
now is prized for many uses and 
chiefly through 
the 
investigative 


work and experimentation 
of this 


scientific work shop of Uncle Sam. 


The scientists of the department 
consider all the characteristics of a 
commodity and 
select the 
good 
points. Then they find the uses to 
which such good points can be put. 
Basswood is a wood of peculiarly 
clean appearance. It is almost as 
white as holly. 
Because of its 
spongy texture, it does not split and 
therefore 
can be used in small 


pieces. Such characteristics, on con- 
sideration, were found to be very 
desirable in the manufacture of con- 
tainers for food. 
People want to 
have food packed in clean contain- 
ers which will not readily fall apart. 


So the humble basswood came into 
wide use in the manufacture of such 
containers as lard pails, candy pails, 
and pails for 
a. variety of other 
feeds. 
Its clean, white appearance 


was appreciated by housewives and 
manufacturers are quick to discover

William H. Gilmore of Croton. Lick-

n, state production record but prob- 
ably a world's record, according to 
Ohio State university officials who 
conduct the yearly co'ntest. For five 
years Mr. Gilmore 1ms been a partlci- 
pany in this contest, but tho -result 
of this fall's yield is. really that of 
25 years of study of corn growing, 
the champion said Thursday. While 
he was a senior in the college of ag- 
riculture at Ohio Stite university, 
Mr. Gilmoro wrote a thesis in which 
shallow cultivation for corn \vas ad- 
vocated and since his graduation in 
1S98 he has applied this agricultural 
training- on all farm lines. On the 
40-aore field from which the record 
yield was mnrte the general average 
w.i's !)a bushels to tho acre. However 
in addition to that work Mr. Gilmore 
has a 170 acre farm of which only 15 
acres are in permanent pasture. He j 
also has 20 head of pure bred draft' 
horses.

FREAKS IN RADIO 


Scientific 
observers 
throughout 


the \.-orkl are trying to sclvc OIK- of 
the most 
perplexing mysteries of 
radio. 
It is: 
Why do we receive better at night 


than 
. ring the day time and v hat 


is the causo of those "freak periods" 
during w.iu-h stations at exception- 
ally great distances can be hoard? 


Every 
amateur 
and listener-in 


knows that radla concerts come In 
clearer at night than 
during the 


day. 
Especially 
In 
the 
cooler 


months. But the reason for tris 
has not yet been established. 


One explanation rests upon the 


heat pioduced 
by the sun's rays. 


This heat causes absorption of the 
radio waves. Or, by another expla- 
nation, it may mean added interfer- 
ence so that it is harder ior the 
radio waves to be received. 


Those theories, however, have not 


yet been accepted as aut.ientio. Simi- 
larly explanations of the "freak 
periods1' seem to be merely matters j 
of opinion. 


To come to some definite conclu- 


sion about these phenomena, scien 
tists throughout the world 
have 


formed the International Conference 
on Radio Communications and have 
started a sereis of daily tests cover- 
ing all parts of the globe. The main 
purpose of this group is. as they 
term it, to solve the problems of the 
radation o" energy tnrough space. 
Test signals are being sent out 


rcgu'arly under the direction of the 
Union Radio Scientifique Interna- 
tionale. They can be recognized by 
the identifying code letters of this 
organization. URSI 


At present these calls are being 


transmitted just before the jme s'g- 
i-als from each station. All stations 
working in 
conjunction 
with the 


main station at Brussels 
listen in 


and record the various 
conditions 


under which the message is received. 


During the progress of trie tests, 
all large stations in the Torld are 
scheduled to transmit tneir signals 
for record by the others.
